2. Effect on Personnel Policies. The above described situation 
affects the police at present chiefly from a personnel standpoint. 
It is at present not even clear whether or not the Magistrat is 
obligated to pay the salaries of the police. Further, accar ding 
to a statement of GAI President Kurt Fischer, the Soviet Sector 
police are now to be considered civil servants and will no longer 
come under the provisions of the workers! law and the civil code 
("Bestimmungen des Arbeitsrechtes und des Blirgerlichen Gesetz-~ 
buches, Dienstvertrag", pp. 620 ff.). However, no new civil 
service law ("Beamtenrecht") governing the status of the Soviet 
Sector police will be written despite the fact that the commit- 
ments of the police in relation to the city government -- employ- 
ment terms, oath of allegiance, oath of office, degree of 
responsibility, availability for special commitments ("Einsatz~ 
bereltschaft"), disciplinary punishment, and so forth -- exceed 
those normally required of civil servants. During the period 
covered by their contract, which amounts to an enlistment, the 
police cannot resign; neither, if dismissed, may the circumstances 
surrounding their dismissal be inquired into by a court. The
